THE INCOME TAX.

Letter from Frofessor Goldwin Smith,

The Albany Argus publishes a letter from
Protessor Goldwin Smith, of Oxford University,
England, addressed to the Hon, J, V. L, Proyn,
of Albany, in reference to the policy of taxing
incomes, Prolessor Bmith, after recounting
the adoption of the tax for the first time by Mr.
Pitt, In 1707, says:—

Ita renownl by sucoeesive Chanecllors of the Ex-
cheguor sinee tuat ttme, has been partly justified by
the fisenl experiment commenced by sar Robert
Peel, viz, :—The reauction ol dutles inthe hope of
rolieving the consumor without lossa to the ravenue,
and by the emergency of the uuaiﬁn war, when the
tax was temporanly inercasod. But the mainine
ducement has been the dangerous faeility of the
flscal engine, by means of which the Mimster who
has it 1w nis hand i aple, at any time, by a single
turn of the serew to prodece an-additionp revenue
ol large and o-riain amount, and thus to keep up
the war expenditore in tume of peace, to which our
Government, or rather governing cinss, Is 80 lucor-
npib'y addicted.

ihe tax bas boen opposed throughout ith exist.
enoe, mainly on three grounds:—

First. The unfairness of its pressure on the diffor-
ent deseriptions of lneomes, those areing from labor
and those not ariddg from labor, the cortain and the
precarious, o vemedy which various attempts at dis-
erimnacion bhave bean made, but without sucoess, so
that the ovil may be regarded as at once great and
incurable,

Second. Its inquisitorial character, and the arbil-
trary power almost inevitably given to the Excho.
quer 1n sssessing it.

Thrd, 1ts demornlizing tendency, at least when
there is no great pational emergency to stimulate
the patriotism of the taxpayer, and inducs him from
@ sengo of honor to make true retuins, Notable in-
stances of this tendency, oven in the osse of our
most respectable class of citizens, are givenin the
historical sketeh, IProbably false returns to the in-
ecome tax have been the easy and seductive firit ste

i many & trader's downward path to mercantile
dishonor, Nobody has admivied this more explicitly
than Mr, Gladstone, though he has beon to so groat
an extent responsible for the continuance of the tax,

There is another objeotion to the tax, arlsing from
n socialistio tendency, a8 o tax imposed expressly
omrthe rich, and capabie of indefluite inorease and
¢lass graduation, which is less felt in the country
where the rich are the ra of politioal power,
but which, it 1 rightly remember a conversation
whieh 1 had many years ago with a Swiss gentle-
man, wae greatly felt In certain cantona of Switzer-
land, where principles bordering on socialism at
that time prevaled.

The tax is attractive to our Finance Minister, as I
imagine, not ofily (rom its lamlur and certaanty ns &
souree of revenus, but for the relie. which it affords
him from the necessity of deciding betwesn the eon-
flicting cluims of different grent intorests, aericul-
tural and commorcial, ia the distribution of fiscal
burdens. This aavantage, however, would equally
belong to any Impartial system of taxation, such as
thit o1 whieli, if I can presuine to call myself an ad-
vocate o1 any sysiem, I um an advocate—an equal
tax oif all renlized property, combined with a stamp
tax und an equal ad valorem duty on lLIj imports.

1ot course confine myself to the subject of tho
English incoms tax, without touching on the Ameri-
can question. But perhaps 1 may, withont pre-
gumption, mention one or two ponts affecting In
different ways the applicability of our ¢xperience to
the ease of your nation :—

First, The socinlispie tendency, whioh s here kop*
in check by the politieal power of the income tax
paying o'aas, will perhaps in your caso be equally kept
i check by a dill rent influsnce, viz.: by the
absence of any sharp olass divisions among your
poople, the more palpable ldentity of interest, and
the greater exvectation felt by the poor man ot
being himself one day numbered with the rich,

Second, We live under the svstem ol free trade,
ou uoder that of proteotion. I will not enter into

o voxed and, 1 fear, acrimonious gquestions as to
tho gencanl merits of the two systems; but it is, of
course, manifest that free trade, by encouraging the
importation of articles on which duiies oan be
levied, is the best for the customs reveuue; and,
therelore, the neecsslty for direet taxation may not
bo 50 great in our country as in yours,

Third. Ou the other band much of the Income m{-
ing the tax here is hareditary, or at least bolongs to
persons not cugaged in any industry or trade, the
curtaiiment of whose expenditure, espeoially whon
it s devoted to tho maintennnce of great domestio
establishments, though it 1s an evil, and i carried
beyond due limits, an imjostioe to the persons thems
sofves, does not Interfere with the produotion of
wealth by the community ; whereas, in Ameorioa the
great incomes are generally the prizes o1 industry,
which cannot be rendered insecure without injuring
itsolf and the Indl&:x ahoots of commerce, which
cannot pe Jopped Without stuuting the growth of the
whoio woee,

After the Serre come the
vaults properly so ealled, the entrance to which
s cloked by an iron dour secured by several
combluation locks; it tams on central plvots,

like ftaliun doore. It glves decess to n well hole,
contisning & winding stalrease, sdmitting but
one person at & fime, and leading tosublerranean

galleries four huopdred aod twenty metres in
length. These are tlled with lron cnsks cone
talning lingets and coln, and labelled nccording
to their contents.
